Washington.—The 
fabled 
fountain 
of youth, sought since time Immemo­ 
rial by man in his quest for eternal 
I physical youth, has at last been found. 
It was revealed by Dr. A. ( \ Baker, 
entomologist of the 
Department 
of 
i Agriculture, that science, by a process 
of starvation, has been able Indefinite* 
iy to prolong lower forms of life. But 
I with the tragic Irony of fate, 
man 
must wait for added knowledge be* 
I fore the discovery can he applied to 
his own body. 
The experiments have been carried 
ion coincidentally by famous scientists 
throughout the world, notably Prof. 
O. M. Child, zoologist of the Univer­ 
sity of California, and Professor Hux­ 
ley, grandson of the famed biologist. 
“Huxley believes that man is on tile 
verge of a control of life which will 
make our present control of inorganic 
matter -cern small 
in 
comparison,” 
said Doctor Baker. 
“Mature 
flat 
worms 
have 
been 
starved into physical infancy and then 
fed back to maturity. The experiment 
was continued no less than 18 times 
by Professor Child, who then stopped 
the work, convinced that his point had 
been proven. 
“This means tfeat one form of life 
has been artificially made to outlive 
18 generations of its kind.” 
The extreme complexity of the hu­ 
man 
body 
as 
compared 
with 
the 
simple structure of worms and other 
lower forms of life, halts an applica­ 
tion of Child’s discovery to man, ac­ 
cording to Doctor Baker. 
“flan’s bone* will not shrink with 
starvation and other fe a tu re s of his 
matomy are so complex that a lack 
of food will cause death rather than 
a return to physical youth as In the 
•ase of more simple structures,” he 
«nld. 
Huxley 
experimented 
with 
shell­ 
shocked soldiers and cites #one case 
where the patient relapsed Into men­ 
tal childhood, requiring infants’ food 
and a nurse’s care and was obliged to 
reacquire all of his 
former 
intelli­ 
gence. 
“Tills has led Huxley to believe that 
there may bt* 
some 
connection 
be­ 
tween the discovery of how to pro­ 
long life of lower creatures anti its 
possible application to man at some 
later date, when science bas further 
progressed," Bain r said.

A mountain Ibm in a cage is worth 
much more than numerous mountain 
lions roaming the woods or even than 
several mountain lions up a tree.

fact, mountain lions at large represent 
a minus quantity, as far as value is 
concerned, and tile government is will­ 
ing to pay well for them, dead or 
alive, 
out in Glacier National Bark there 
are at least two men who don’t hes i­ 
tate to < limb a tree and engage in an 
argument without firearms, with 140 
pounds of wild, bad-tempered moun­ 
tain lion. 
Two Montana men—Jim Whilt of 
Eureka and Bob Bakker of Libby—de­ 
vote a portion of their time to catch­ 
ing tile lions alive. 
Both men do the 
bulk of their work in Glacier Na­ 
tional park. 
They use no traps of any kind. Their 
only tools arc some bounds fur trail­ 
ing and treeing the ca), a noosed r >pe 
on the end of a ten or twelve foot pole 
and a heavy leather muzzle to slip 
over the animal’s Jaws. 
The first essential to success it; the 
lion-catching game is dogs, preferably 
crosses between foxhounds %nd blood­ 
hounds.
